3 The meanes and mannet of che reliefe ariſeth out of the authority given by his Mate to the ſaid Commiſſioners, . 

I That the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three of chem, at any time or times, fo often as tu them ſhall ſeeme conuenient, me aſſemble and 1 
meet together in ſome conuenient place, in or neete the City of London, for execution of the {114 Commiſſion. And they are expreſly charged and 
commanded, for the better expedition and accompliſhment of his Maieſties charitable intent and will, to to aſſemble themſelues, as they tender his | 
Maleſties pleaſute. And they may procecd in the execution there ol from time to time, albeit the ſame C ommiſſion bee not trom time to time conti. . | 
nued by adiournment. 1 

2 That they, or any three ofthem, may by warrant vnder their hands, call before them as well ſome perſon ſufficiently iaſtructed on the ; 5 
behalfe ofthe Priſoner, as alſo the Creditors, and ſuch others as haue the benefit of ſuch Actions, Suits, ludgements, and Executions, and the Exccu- 
tors, Adminiſtrators, and Attourneyes of euety of them, and all other perſons whatſoeuet, to whom it ihall appertaine, or ſome perſons ſufficiently au- 
thorized and inſtructed on their behalfe, whom his C37 aze/?y doth the rity, charge and commar.d to appeate before them vpon ſuch their Warrants. 
Prouided, that they ſhall not cali before ibem any Creditor dwelling uboue tenne miles from the City of London, but onely in the Tearme times, and 
ſeuen dayes before, and tenne dayes after eucry Tearme. 

That at their meetings they are to teceiue the Supplic tions and Complaints of the Priſoner, and by all law full wayes and meanes to in- 
forme themſclues, as well of the due Debt, Damage, and Du: y, for which ſuch Action, Suit, Plaint, Iudgement, or Execution is, ot ſhall be proſecuted, 
obtained or gotten; as of the certaine ſtate and abilitie ot the Priſoner, how to pay and diſcharge the ſame. And thereupon by all good and lawtull 
wayes and meanes, to treat, perſwade, mediate, and procure compolitions, and agreements with the Creditors, and other perſons, haulhg the benefit 
ot ſuch Actions, Suits, ludgements, or Executions. | 

4 That ſome of the Iudges of that Court, by or from which the priſoner ſhall be committed, ſhall be priuy and conſenting to the conclu- 
ſion of ſuch Compoſitions and Agreements. And that ſuch of the ſaid Commiſſioners as ſhall goc about ſuch Compoſitions, ſhall doe their beſt en- ; 
deauors, that the poore priſoners by their meanes and mediation may be relicued, and haue ſuch reaſonable yeares,anddayes ot payment, for ſuch their 
Debts and Damages as they ſhall not be preſently able to ſatisfie, and with ſuch ſecurity tor pay mentthereof,as in Equity and good Conſcience (ha- | 
uing reſpc to the ability of the Priloner, the charge of Wife and Children, and other incidents in ſuch pious caſes conliderable) they ſhall thinke fit. 

4 The puniſhment and compulſiue power is two- fold. | 

1 Apaiinſ} ſuch Creditors, and others, that ſhall refuſe ro appeare vpon the Commiſſioners ſaid Warrants: or appearing, ſhall not attend 
the Commiſſioners further pleaſure. So that they, or any three of them, vpon due conſideration of the natþre and quality of the tefuſall and contempr, 
may take ſuch order for puniſhing of the ſame, and for procuring ſuch perſons appearance as to them ſhall be thought meet. | 

2 Ad ainſt ſuch Creditors, and others, tefuſing to yeeld to, and performe ſuch moderate and reaſonable Compoſitions and agreements, 
wherein they may vſe all lawfull wayes and meanes, to cauſc and procure the ſaid Creditors, and others, to yeeld to take and to performe ſuch moderate 
and reaſonable Compoſitions and agreements as by them, or any three of them, ſhall be thought meet, and ſet downe.
